SUMMARY 


1. There are no changes in the estimates of operational readiness for 
the nine offensive migsile sites. (See Figure 2) 


2. No new migsile sites have been identified. 


3. The observed missile and launcher count ig increasing as estimated. 
Three additional MRBMs and four additional MRBM launchers raige the 
totals to 33 missiles and 23 launchers. No IRBMgs have been identified. 
(See Table 1) 


4. One additional SAM site is now considered Operational, bringing the 
total individually operational sites to 23 of the 24 active sites so far iden- 
᾿ Ufied. (See Table 2) 


S. No new intelligence information has been received which modifies 
the nuclear storage situation since the last joint supplement. 
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
